Deoatur club.

It was announced in these columns las 


evening that all of the striking miners 
who came here from Springfield had gone 
home in farm wagons to look after their 
families and their jobs. That statement 
seems to have been incorrect, inasmuch as 
the^trikers after going to the western 
limits of tho olty had made a stop, turn- 
ing back and reaching a point last ovon 
ing at the end of Bust Maiiettu street, 
over in the FUth ward where they camp- 
ed out minus shelter and rather short ot 
food. 
Some of tho strikers went on 


homo, going afoot or on freight trains 
bum fashion. 
Bnfc the greater body of 


the men 
still in the city, for how long 


uobody knows. 
They are now about a 


quarter of a mile from tho old shaft. 
None of tbe strikers bothered tho miners 
:his morning. All of tbe men went down 
as usual, and tliure is no interruption in 
ibe business. It is represented1 that Mr. 
lonard wanted to get rid of tho campers 


on bis place, and that they went away 
supposing that thoy were to return to 


pr'ngfleld. 
That was what Eev. Archie 


Noll gave a reporter to understand whon 
tha wagons passed alqng on West Wood 
street yesterday. 
Evidently he did not 


want to reveal all bis plans. He kept his 
own connsel.intonding to swing tbe strik- 
is around tbe city to that they oould be 
nearer tbe old'khaft, for what purpose the 
neit few days will probably develop. 


iast night there was n meeting of the 
trike leaders and some ot the Deoatur 
trlkers at Dougheity's hall 
Captain 


Conroy, who bad gone to Riveito-n to get 
be necessary papers to organize a Union 
if Mine Workers, bad returced to tbe 
Ity, with the proper blanks, and tho 
meeting last night was for the purpose of 
fleeting an organisation.

Taylorvlllfl, III,, Aug. 24.—The mice 
ore resumed operation Monday, after a 
but down of over five weeks on account 
f the employes striking. ManagerSbum- 
ny posted a notice at the coal mine Sat- 
rday to tbo effect that all tbe strikers de 
ring to return to work at tbe old scale 
f wages should apply to him. As a ro- 
ult, about one half of the 260 old em- 
loyes and about 100 och'ere filed their np- 
lioatlong for work. As only about 50 
ould Be used at present, these were so 
cted from among tbe old miners and put 
o work.

rpated likewise In a few days

BIG TENT 


Members of tho Trades nnd Labor Asscm 


bly Provide Funds for the Expense 


—UoXot GI\e Up the Fight. 


From the Dally of Wednesday. 


The striking miners from out of the 


olty who have determined they say to stay 
in Decatur until tho local mines are clostd 
down and all of the Decatur men aro idle 
have grown weary of laying out on the 
common on the Bain place in tho east 
end of the city a few blocks from the old 
coal shaft. They want shelter and some 
oC the men found places lait night at tbe 
various rooms in tbe building m which 
tbo Dougherty hall is located. And whiU 
they wore thus snoozing tbo members cf 
tho Trades and Labor Assembly held a 
meeting and appointed a committee to 
piovida the strikers with a big tent to^bc 
erected on the Bain place. 
The commit- 


tee went out this morning and signed tho 
contract for tho tent, which wl'l cos: 
light dollars a weak, Tho members of 
ibe committee were E. R, Sonnanstiue, 
W. J. Gilkeson and E. A. Winter. The 
ont is-lOxbO foot in si/o and will afford 
shelter for a large body of men. 


It is claimed by the strikers that there 


>re 135 visiting miners In tho city. 
The 


police state that tho number does not ox 
locd 80 and that they behove thjt many 
if the party aro not miners nt all, but are 
uon who aro strolling about tho country, 
\illing to stop anywhere pending the 
tpeniug of tho factories. 


Constable Conard is being criticized by 


he strikers because he rosortod to a 
oheuio to get them away from bis place, 
t is stated tb it he was ofAiid that if they { 
omainefl at hia place there would be dan- 
ei1 of a fire, as mo&t of ttomon were con- 
tantly smoking pipe?. 
The present plan of the strikers is to get 
s many of the Docatur miners as possible 
o join the union, and then wait the result 
f tho Debs meeting at St. Louis en Mon- 
ay next.

Stopping the Bobbery. 


The American Economist: Tho frei 


trade papers of New York city-arc doing 
excellent work In popularizing the Ding 
ley tariff. 
By the aid of illustrations 


showing the examination of tbo bnng 
of passengers who arrive from Europe 
they point out clearly to American dress 
makcre, jewelers and tailors, to tbo dry 
good stores, to men's clothiers, and to al 
whom thoy employ, that tbe pntriotio pal 
toy of protection will check wholesale 
smuggling on the part of tourists. Tbe 
former policy of promoting tbo Industry 
of tbo smugglers also stimulated tbe rob 
hery of tho United States treasury and QU 
oournged tbe robbery of American wage 
earners. Speaking of thu "unpatriotic 
American citizens who go to Europe for 
tbelr boots and clothing," tho Dally Tele 
graph of Sydney, Australia, on July 3, 
said: 


Tho swnrm of these people has been in 


creasing of late to suoh an extent that 
American tailors and bootmakers have 
been agitating on the subject. . So have 
American 
milliners and drossmakois. 


Women are among tbe worst offenders. 
They not ouly pay the cost of a trip to 
Europe out of what they eavn on the pur- 
chase of a year's dresses and personal fix 
Ings, but they mate u trifle, out of tbe 
deal by bringing across cargoes of things 
on commission for tnolr female friends 
and enemies. Such of tbe°e things as 
could bo classified as personal garments 
baj to be vorn in order to be admitted 
free of duty. 
The elastic female con 


science used to get over this difficult;, 
while tha owner of it at tbo same time de- 
rived a certain amount of satisfaction, by 
trying on all tbo frippery during the trip 
across. Thousands of tourists, men and 
women brought over enough clothing to 
last them for several seasons. Tbe Ding 
ley bill Is going to put a stop to this as 
far as legislation can stand against tbe 
ingenuity of lawlessness.

Justice Stephen J. Field. 


Associate .lnrtiee Stephen J. Field hne 


passed tbo point of longest service on tbe 
supreme bench of tbe United States. Jus- 
tice John Marshall, "the father of tbe su- 
preme court" and "godfather rf the con- 
stitution,1' served from January 31, 1801, 
to July 6, 1835, or thirty-four yewrs. five 
months and five days. Justloo Field's 
service began March 10, 1863, and on 
Monday it reached thirty-four years, five 
mouths and six days. 


Tbo supremo court Isromatkr.blefor tbe 


length of service of many of Its justices. 
No fewer than eleven men have sat upon 
tbe bench more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury each. 


Justice Field, though several months 


past 80, Is not tbe oldest man tbat ever 
sat open the bench. That honor belongs 
to Chief Justice Bogar B. Tanoy, wbo 


was just 59 when be went upon tbe bench, 
and remained there twenty eight y«.ara 
and six months, making him 37 years and 
six months old bafore death took birnfrom 
Ms seat. 


The fact that Justice Field is now on 


tbe eve of realizing his long hope will 
1'kely give rise to reports of bis retirement 
from tbe bench, Tbe justice still bas a 
clear mind, but physically he Is very 
feeble. He has refuaed steadily to say 
anything about bis retirement, but it bas 
been tbe general impression that he was 
only waiting to break the record of ser- 
vice and tbat then ho would retire. 


In this Connecticut it is recalled thai, 


when Justice Swnyno passed seventy 
years some ono asked him why he tlid not 
retire from the supreme bench. "If I 
should retire," he said, "who would in- 
vite me to dim or?" This same consider- 
ation may occur to Justice Field, though 
bo is too feeble to take any part in social 
life, 
Nevertheless he may appreciate 


that a retired justice is soon forgotten 1>y 
tbo busy world. 


Ex-Gov. Boiea Has Doubts. 


Ex Governor Boles, who delivered the 


opening speech of the Iowa campaign for 
tbe Popoorats, made the cold chills run 
down tbe bucks of tbe tree sllverltes until 
they Imagined tbat Unolo Horace was 
giving them a taste of Klondike weatbei 
and Klondike gold, where bo referred to 
the free oolnago of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, as follows: 


Under circumstances as they now exist, 


with silver demonetized by tho great oom 
merolal countries of tha globe, with tho 
frightful chasm thnt separates tbo com- 
mercial value ot the tnetals constantly 
widening, and In the light of our own re- 
cent national election, I oamiot bring my 
own mind to believe thai tbe free coinage 
of silver at tho ratio of 10 to I with gold 
Is within tbe reach of its friends, nor can 
I help the fear thotylt would not be desir- 
able even if attainable, 


I have never been able to say and can- 


not iiow say that I know free coinage a! 
suoh u ratio (under existing? conditions, 
without uafecuarda of any kind to main- 
tain tbe parity of the HICCH'S, would not 
drive gold out of circulation and leave us 
practically, at least, upon a silver basis.

Sun Francisco 
Is a dead town and it seems that not a 
shingle has been put on a house of the olty 
fora year. At Los Angeles ho saw tho 
most gorgeous residences that one could 
imngino. The residences are built by rioh 
people wbo oomo there to live for the cli- 
mate. In fact ihe town's prosperity rests 
and lives on the prevailing climate, since 
there are no manufactories nor great 
businesses. From Los Angeles to San 
Franoifco he passed throngh the San 
•Juaquin valley, which Is 800 miles long 
and. 150 mllos wide. This is the great 
wheat raising territory of the state and for 
miles all tttat oan be seen aro great Dolds 
of wheat. It was harvest time and he 
saw the great machines working whloh 
aro used for cutting the wheat. 
They re- 


quire from 3* to Sd horses to pull them 
and the wheat comes oub of the machine, 
not bound in sheaves, bnt as complete 
sacks of wheat. Many fruits were found 
around San Francisco. Of all tho delioi 
OUB fruits ever tasted the speaker thought 
n ripe aprioot just taken from the tree 
stood flrsfr. Bipe olives aro a popular 
fruit and It Is thought may take tha plaoe 
of oranges as a table fruit. 


The journey up to Portland and the 


north was qulto pleasant. The Columbia 
river was crossed at Portland, where It Is 
a large stream and again up in Canada, 
whero it is very modest In Its dimensions. 


Fish at Seattle and thereabouts are very 


cheap. Salmon sells for five cents a piece, 
some weighing from flvo to 20 pounds. 


In tho northern states are found the 


groat saw mills and ho visited tho great- 
est of them all. 
Logs whloh are seven 


feet in diameter are out in two easily, and 
the ponderous machinery and complete- 
ness in detail givusonoan Impression of 
sawing logs on o huge scale. 


At the seaports ships for carrying lum- 


ber wero seen, representing all notions, 
and the sight of loading lumber was one 
wnrth seeing.

Prior 
to the foundation of tho government all 
load was measured by tho system of meets 
and bounds. Texas, before It oame Into 
ibe union, used tho system in vogue In 
Mexico, the vara (3 feet, 7 5-8 inches) be- 
ing the basis of the system.

Ho said 
ihat the townships, or portions of torrl- 
iory, should be six miles square.

nukes It so that six miles east or west 
if every meiidian anew towuhip Is es- 
iabllshed. When we ray Decatur Is la 
iownshlp 16 north of the base line, and 
n range 3 oast of the ttrird principal 
neridlan, we know thit Deoatur township 
s sixteen times or ninety six miles north 
of the base line, and two times or twelve 
miles oast of tho third principal meridian, 
knowing these facts you can calculate 
he distance of any place from tho base 
Ino or tbo principal meridian. He ex- 
Jained how the original surveys were In- 
orrect and now tho surveyors made cor- 
eotions by the jogs in tho road which 
were always in the north and west sida of 
the township. Through this correction 
tho townships, on the northeast side were 
always divided into lota instead of sec- 
tions. He closed his address by saying 
that tho teacher ought to have a great 
deal of general knowledge.
